Murder op a.v Indian. — Yesterday af- 
ternoon, about 2 o'clock, a difficulty origin- 
ated between a number of drunken Ilydah 
Indians nt iho encampment. As usual, 
slicks, stones and knives were freely brought 
into requisition, and several were badly in- 
jured by the blows they received. The 
fighting had continued for some liine, when 
u half-breed, nametJ Tom Hundywuod (or a 
«ame like it) inlerposcd nnd etideavored to 
liiake peace. While exeilini^ liiiiiself ih 
lhat way, a Hydah, known as " Capt. Weis," 
threw a stone, whicli struck the half-breed 
on the heiul, inflicting an ugly wound, 
ilandywoud, enraged at this treatment, 
turnedon the Indian and felled him with a 
fuck, and, as he lay prostrate on the ground, 
iliurled stone after siono on liis^ head until he 
iiad^reduced it almost to a jetly. VVhile he 
n^'M.'ohgnged in his horrid work, a clootch- 
^lan wished out;^ofcone of the lodges and 
struck the already fatally injured man a 
terriblu blow o'n' the head with a bottle', 
shattering the weapon to pieces, and indict- 
ing fearful gashes. Portions of the boUle 
penetrated the skull, and the wounds were
